SCHOOL REPORT 


FOR THE 
TOWN OF STODDARD. .

In reporting to you the condition and progress of your 
schools and scholars, I take pleasure in assuring you, 
that, as. citizens of this town, we all are justified in 
congratulating each the other, on account of the increase 
of opportunities now open for our scholars to acquire 
for themselves that degree of advancement which is so 
important a factor in our success in after life, and which 
will, if improved by them, enable them to start on an 
equality with the average New England girl or boy. 

This end has been attained we believe only through your 
liberality and the adoption of the one District system which 
you wisely accepted two years since, and to-day we find 
ourselves in perfect sailing trim, with a plenty of lea way 
when so many of our sister towns are obliged to ‘heave 
to’’ and take up the new chart. 

The plan adopted by your former board of giving to 
each scholar an equal number of weeks schooling in the 
year has been carried out by us so far as we could. 

After dividing the funds on that basis we found that 
arrangements satisfactory to all interested parties, could 
be made to school half of those who would attend school in 
the old No. 3 house, in Sullivan at an expense of $16.44 
and the other half of the puplis at the centre school, 
thereby saving for the other Schoo’s upwards of $60.00 

After consulting with the parents of a majority of the 
scholars who would attend the school at Mill Village and re- 
ceiving from them their approval of the plan it was decided 
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to unite these scholars with the centre school and give 
them their combined allotment of funds, believing that 
their opportunities would be greatly improved thereby, 
which plan gave all the out schools twenty three weeks 
of school, and insured thirty weeks to the scholars at 
the center and Mill Village. 

The Scarlet Fever breaking out during the fall terms, 
your committee, after learning the facts, thought it best 
to close the schools at once, which was done, greatly 
disappointing many scholars with their teachers, who 
were prepared for public examinations, and were looking 
forward to them with well grounded confidence in their 
ability to win laurels for themselves. This was the case 
in all the schools save the one at South Stoddard, which 
was cut short on account of having to pay fifty sents per 
week extra for board of teacher there, which robbed the 
scholars of two weeks schooling. Mr. O. H. Harding gave 
one week’s board for the benefit of the school there, and 
Mr. J. D. Cutter donated five dollars in board on spring 
term for the same object at the Center school.

Very 
little progress was made. | 


Miss Estabrooks took this school under adverse circum- 
stances, but succeeded in turning defeat into a very com- 
mendable victory. 

As a whole, the success of the schools the past year 
has been very satisfactory, and every one of them are 
.in fine condition for winning new victories. 

Many repairs are greatly needed at the center—a new 
floor, stove. and doors are a necesity, and patching or © 
replastering should follow. 

At No. 2 we have the only comfortable school room 
in town. 
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At South Stoddard, although $85.16 was expended last 
year, there is now as much more needed to make the 
room as it should be. 

The house at the Mill Village is drowned ont completely, | 
Rendering it wholly unfit for school purposes. 

The house in old No. 3 is going fast, and would need. 
considerable repairs were it to be occupied. 

The old No. 8 house has a fairly comfortable ‘exterior 
but the interior is a relic of the past; the seats, like the 
‘‘rack’’ are instruments of torture for the occupants. : -
